Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record disclose shredders with a plurality of spaced first shredder 
members attached to and rotatable with a rotor and a plurality of spaced second 
shredder members attached to a frame. However, the prior art of record does not 
disclose or render obvious all of the details of the limitations of independent claims and, 
in particular, a shredder apparatus for shredding wet chip materials with a feature of a 
rotatable rotor disposed on a fixed shaft, the rotor disposed on a bearing assembly 
disposed on the fixed shaft, and a seal assembly disposed between the rotor and the 
shaft is distinct from the prior art of record. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
